Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Note the final office action for the examiner's position. As to the argued perceived positional 
sound, this is met by the simulated virtual space of sound field provided at the positions/sources of FL, FR, RL and RR of Nagata. See 
col. 8, tines 25-57. The argued 3D audio sound system is met by the sound field provided by the combination of audio signals at FL, FR 
RL and RR of Nagata. As to the argument that the combination of Nagata and Matsumoto would result in an echo effect possibly not 
meeting the needs of a karaoke system, applicant has not provided any underlying analysis to support such argument. In Nagata, the 
purpose of setting various parameters of the effector is to provide a range of effects, including high and low. 
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
